Complying  with  urgent  requests  from  commercial  and  shipping  interests 
in  Alaska  and  the  United  States  for  information  relative  to  the  commerce  of  the 
Territory ,  the  following  statistics  for  1921  have  been  compiled  from  reports  of 
this  office  and  those  of  the  Department  at  Washington,  This  report  has  been 
issued  annually  for  a  number  of  years  and  the  demand  for  the  information  contained 
herein  seems  to  warrant  its  continuance. 

While  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  year  1921  did  not  show  an  advance 
in  the  commerce  of  Alaska,  yet  the  balance  of  trade  continues  in  our  favor. 

The  outstanding  decrease  in  value  of  shipments  to  Alaska  occurred  from 
the  fact  that  but  few  salmon  canneries  were  in  operation;  a  decline  in  all  forms 
of  loda  mining,  especially  that  of  copper,  and  the  completion  of  the  government 
railroad,  vrith  the  consequent  decrease  in  shipments  of  construction  materials. 

The  decrease  of  both  copper  production  and  development,  owing  to  the 
low  price  of  metals,  also  contributed  to  the  loss  in  shipments  from  Alaska,  over 
1920,  as  did  the  decline  in  production  and  value  of  canned  fish,  fish  and  whale 
oils,  fertilizers,  lead  ere,  marble,  palladium  and  platinum.  It  is  an 

encouraging  feature  hoe/ever  to  note  that  the  decline  shown  in  shipments  to  the 
United  States  is  due  more  to  falling  values,  rather  than  tonnage. 

The  value  of  Alaska’s  mineral  output  in  1921  was  approximately  sixteen 
million  dollars,  as  compared  with  twenty  three  millions  in  1920.  The 

inactivity  of  Alaska  mining  is  but  the  reflection  of  the  world-wide  depression 
•of  the  industry,  and  not  primarily  caused  by  local  conditions. 

In  the  following  table  a  portion  of  the  Exports  Foreign  is  in  the  nature 
of  intransit  commerce  and  not  considered  as  a  part  of  the  actual  trade  of  the 
Territory. 
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To  the  corresponding  items  in  the  table  upon  the  following  page  should  be  added 

the  content  of  copper  ore  exported  from  Southeastern  Alaska  to  British  Columbia  for 

treatment:  Tons  ore  Copper  content  Gold  Silver  Total  Value 

730  167,900  lbs.

When  the  sum  of  these  items  is  added  to  the  total  shipments  from  Alaska  to  the 
United  States,  the  resulting  value  of  products  shipped  is  $45,200,272. 

The  greatest  loss  of  the  year's  commerce  is  in  fish  products.  Indications 
are,  however,  that  a  large  number  of  salmon  canneries  will  operate  in  1922.  A 

study  of  the  table  covering  shipments  of  products  to  the  United  States  shows  a 
substantial  gain  in  pickled  fish,  due  to  the  growth  of  the  herring  industry.  The 

items  of  fresh  salmon,  shrimp  and  gypsum  also  show  gains  over  1920,  Hope  is 

renewed  in  the  mining  industry.  New  lode  mines  in  the  Juneau,  Sitka  mining 

districts  expect  to  start  crushing  ore  in  1922,  and  a  general  continuation  of 
activity  in  gold  quartz  prospecting  throughout  the  Territory.  A  revival  of 

the  placer  mining  of  the  Interior,  due  to  cheaper  cost  of  transportation  and 
supplies,  is  looked  for.  An  increase  of  over  a  half  million  dollars  in  gold 
and  silver  shipments  from  the  Fourth  division  took  place  in  1921. 

During  the  last  year  the  first  Alaska  wood-pulp  was  manufactured  and  shipped 
to  the  United  States,  While  the  value  was  too  small  to  make  a  separate  item  in 
the  list  of  commodities,  nevertheless  it  marked  the  beginning  of  the  development  of 
one  of  Alaska’s  greatest  natural  resources.  The  outlook  for  the  early  develop¬ 

ment  of  pulp  and  paper  manufacturing  industry  is  encouraging. 

The  travel  movement  as  shown  in  the  statement  of  arrivals  and  departures, 
which  are  about  equal,  again  shows  a  lack  in  growth  of  population,  but  indicates 
the  present  population  is  of  a  permanent  nature. 
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The  following  table  of  passenger  movement  for  six  years  indicates  the  travel, 
by  regularly  established  routes,  to  and  from  the  District  of  Alaska  and  the  Yukon 
Territory. 

The  Eagle  and  Dawson  movement  shows  the  local  frontier  travel,  which  must 
not  be  considered  with  the  general  account,  as  the  greater  number  of  these 
passengers  arrived  at  or  departed  from  Ketchikan  or  St.  Michael,  and  have  been 
accounted  for  in  the  figures  for  those  ports.
